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2.  VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  are  no  towns  in  the  district.  There  are  large  villages 
at  Elmswell,  Norton,  Rattlesden,  Thurston  and  Walsham-le-Willows.  Much 
of  the  employment  is  agricultural  though  there  is  a  bacon  factory  at 
Elmswell  employing  a  number  of  people. 

The  Statistics  indicate 

(a)  A  small  decline  in  the  estimated  mid  year  population  (30  persons) 

(b)  An  increase  in  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  (91).  This  is 
due  in  part  to  the  new  private  and  local  authority  estates 
being  developed  at  a  number  of  sites  in  the  district. 

(c)  The  birth  rate,  when  corrected  for  comparability,  is  above  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

(d)  The  increase  of  deaths  (26  more  than  in  19 60)  is  partly  due  to 
increases  in  deaths  from  coronary  disease  (-  10),  strokes  (-  6) 
and  bronchitis  (-  3).

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Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public  Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge 
gives  a  similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  when  chemical  analyses  are 
required.

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During  the  year,  9  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
purposes.  Of  these,  6  were  satisfactory  and  3  unsatisfactory. 

Adjoining  dural  District  Councils  in  the  County  purchase  water 
from  each  other,  both  for  their  own  use  and  to  sell  to  neighbouring 
Authorities. 

Carting  of  water 

Extensions  to  mains  have  obviated  the  carting  of  water  and 
nearly  every  property  in  Thedwastre  is  now  eligible  for  a  supply  from 
the  mains  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  farms  which  are 
catered  for  by  bores. 

( ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

The  joint  sewerage  scheme  for  Badwell  Ash  and  ilalsham-le- 
Willows  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  completed  by  late  summer  of  1962 
and  all  Council  Houses  in  those  villages  will  have  bathrooms, 
flush  lavatories,  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  and  connections  to  the 
sewer ;  many  private  householders  have  already  made  inquiries 
regarding  grants  to  enable  them  to  install  these  amenities. 

As  sewerage  schemes  are  completed,  all  properties  owned  by 
the  Council  are  connected  to  the  sewer  and  modernised.  The  work 
is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Direct  Labour  Organisation  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  w.G. Cushing. 

Private  householders  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
assistance  afforded  by  both  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants, 
and  during  1961,  24  applications  for  the  former  and  34  for  the 
latter  have  been  received. 

In  1961,  a  further  45  houses  at  Elmswell  were  connected  to 
the  sewer,  malting  a  total  of  244*  Woolpit  is  slightly  ahead  of 
this  figure  with  160  in  1961  and  94  previous  connections,  a 
total  of  254.  Rattlesden,  which  was  the  first  village  to  enjoy 
a  public  sewer,  now  has  103  connections  and  Rickinghall  Inferior, 
where  the  scheme  is  only  just  completed,  has  made  a  good  start 
with  30  connections. 
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The  scheme  for  Norton  has  been  unavoidably  delayed  and  will 
not  be  started  this  year  but  it  is  hoped  that  progress  will  be  made 
in  the  near  future. 

After  over  eight  years  satisfactory  service,  the  Council’s 
Yorkshire  Karrier  750  gallon  cesspool  emptier  showed  signs  of 
needing  constant  attention  and  it  was  decided  to  purchase  a  new 
vehicle  with  a  capacity  of  1,000  gallons.  In  spite  of  lessening 
of  work  in  villages  which  are  enjoying  the  amenity  of  a  public 
sewer,  the  new  emptier  is  working  to  capacity  and  many  private 
householders  throughout  the  area  are  glad  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  service. 

The  charge  for  emptying  cesspools  at  private  premises  in 
Thedwastre  is  30/-  for  the  first  load  and  25/-  for  each  subsequent 
load,  except  when  properties  lie  on  the  routes  of  the  new  sewers  - 
the  charge  is  then  £3.  for  the  first  load  and  £2.  10.  0.  for 
each  subsequent  load. 

In  the  past,  the  vehicle  was  available  for  the  emptying  of 
private  cesspools  in  the  Hartismere  District  but,  owing  to 
pressure  of  work,  this  service  could  no  longer  be  continued.

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2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS . 


There  are  no  rivers  in  the  Thedwastre  Rural  District  but  streams 
abound  and  those  that  flow  through  the  villages  receive  periodic 
attention  both  for  cleansing  and  destroying  of  vermin  by  the  Rodent  • 
Operator. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

All  newly  built  houses  have  modern  conveniences  including 
bathrooms,  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  and  w.c's.  which  connect 
to  septic  tanks,  cesspools  or  (in  5  villages)  to  the  main  sewer. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  still  operating  on  a  fortnightly 
rota,  with  the  exception  of  outlying  premises  where  a  monthly  visit 
is  made. 

At  premises  where  sick  or  elderly  persons  reside,  or  if  a 
woman  is  living  on  her  own,  a  back  door  collection  is  made,  ' 
otherwise  householders  are  requested  to  place  their  bins  on  the 
roadside. 

The  Karrier  4  ton,  13  cubic  yards  vehicle  continues  to  give 
good  service  and  no  overtime  is  worked  except  at  Public  Holidays 
or  if  delay  is  caused  by  sickness  or  a  breakdown  when  the  staff 
endeavour  to  complete  the  day’s  work  if  it  is  anyhow  possible. 

On  average,  dustbins  from  about  3 >200  premises  are  emptied 
every  fortnight.  Refuse  tips  are  situated  at  Wattisfield,  Hinderclay, 
Elmswell  and  Badwell  Ash  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  welcomes 
offers  of  land  for  use  as  tips  from  anyone  in  the  District  who 
has  disused  pits  or  ponds  that  he  would  like  to  have  filled  in. 

The  tips  are  visited  regularly  by  the  Rodent  Operator  who  sprays 
with  insecticides  and  keeps  vermin  under  control. 

Iii  1961  the  Refuse  Vehicle  travelled  9,008  miles  and 
removed  550  loads  of  refuse. 
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During  the  year  the  residue  of  the  staff  at  Messrs. 
John  Rannooks  Egg  Packing  Station,  Ehnswell  removed  to  a 
neighbouring  district  and  the  removal  of  trade  waste 
from  these  premises  ceased,  but  this  saving  was  more  than 
offset  by  the  growth  of  new  building. 

The  table  below  shows  the  amount  of  paper  and  iron 
collected  in  1961.  Householders  are  asked  to  tie  up 
unwanted  waste  paper,  magazines,  books  and  newspapers 
which  are  picked  up  at  the  time  of  refuse  collection  and 
the  proceeds  are  used  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  this 
service.  Scrap  iron  is  also  collected  and  sold  to  a  local 
merchant .

Mr.  A. G. Denny  carries  out  the  duties  of  part-time  rodent 
operator  and  the  Council  receive  many  requests  from  householders 
for  the  destruction  of  rates,  mice,  wasp’s  nests,  moles,  ants, 
flies  etc.  Frequent  treatment  is  given  to  all  refuse  tips, 
streams,  ditches  and  business  premises.
